Beside  this  and  two  other  important  collec- 
tions to  be  offered  by  us  in  December,  we  are 
at  the  present  time  very  much  engaged  in  cata- 
loguing a superb  collection  of  Antiquities,  the 
property  of  Monsieur  E.  Boban  of  Paris,  France, 
but  more  lately  of  Me.xico.  The  immense  and 
very  valuable  collection  is  rich  in  prehistoric 
implements,  and  in  antiquities  of  Egypt,  Greece 
and  Ancient  Gaul  ; beside  which  the  Mexican 
antiquities  of  every  sort,  representing  the  Aztec 
civilization  and  the  early  Spanish  rule,  will 
undoubtedly  attract  the  attention  of  American 
archaeologists.  The  coins  embraced  in  this 
collection  may  go  into  a separate  catalogue; 
the  catalogue  proper  will  not  be  issued  to  coin 
collectors  e.xcept  by  request. 


THE  MARIS  SALE. 

There  was  sold  in  Philadelphia,  June  21,  last, 
a collection  of  very  great  importance,  about 
which,  for  some  reasons  unknown,  next  to  noth- 
ing or  in  fact  nothing  at  all  has  been  said  in  the 
Numismatic  press.  We  refer  to  the  very  choice 
and  fine  collection  of  American  Coins  and  Pattern 
pieces  of  our  esteemed  friend.  Dr.  E.  Maris,  the 
author  of  the  '*  Coins  of  New  Jersey,”  the  “ 1794 
Cents,”  and  other  valuable  contributions  to 
American  Numismatology.  If  our  collections  be 
the  exponents  of  our  tastes,  those  of  Dr.  Maris 
must  be  of  a very  superior  order,  for  rarely  has 


so  fine  a collection  of  American  Numismatic 
gems  been  brought  under  the  auctioneer’s  ham- 
mer. As  a sale  this  was  the  success  of  the  year, 
many  prominent  dealers  and  collectors  being 
present,  and  consequently  prices  ruled  very  high. 
A quarter  eagle  of  1796,  with  stars,  sold  for 
$45;  one  ditto,  without  stars,  $15;  a dollar  of 
1795,  fillet  head,  strictly  uncir.,  15.25  ; another 
of  ’98,  same  condition,  19.00;  1851  dollar,  51.00; 
1858,  pr.,  30.25  ; 1796,  quarter  dob,  uncir.,  16.50 ; 
a dime  of  1797,  13  stars,  very  good,  10.,  one  of 
1802,  fine,  34.  ; a half  dime  of  ’95,  not  described 
by  Newlin,  14.50  ; one  of ’96,  uncir.,  20.50  ; 1802, 
poor,  16.20;  1805,  uncir.,  65.  Among  the  beauti- 
ful and  rare  pattern  pieces  offered,  we  note  1792 
cent,  without  silver  centre,  and  disme,  the  latter 
from  the  Mint  collection,  at  67.50  each;  1838 
AoW'ax,  plain  edge,  now  the  property  of  the  writer, 
117.50;  1839  dollar,  36.;  1856  nickel  cent,  rev. 
wreath  and  shield,  5.60  (should  have  sold  much 
higher);  1874  and ’75,  20c.  at  35.  each;  1876, 
Centennial  dollar,  copper,  90. ; set  of  \ 7 pattern 
half  dollars  of  1877,  silver  or  copper,  182. ; fine 
pattern  dollars  of  1877,  struck  in  cop.,  at  30.; 
the  set  of  1879,  Stella,  goloid,  etc.,  12  pieces,  all 
struck  in  aluminum,  100.;  1879,  goloid,  $20, 
gold,  50.  (where  can  you  find  another?)  ; 1882, 
pattern  dob,  cop.,  22.50;  1885  dob,  edge  with 
raised  inscr.,  cop.,  15.  Among  the  Cents,  a fine 
1795,  Jefferson  head,  sold  for  $50;  a fine ’99 
was  very  cheap  at  25. ; 1809,  uncir.,  26.  Out- 
side of  the  collection  of  New  Jersey  cents  made 
by  Dr.  Maris  himself,  of  which  the  great  rarities 
were  electros.,  sold  at  551.,  there  were  not  many 
Colonial  coins,  but  those  offered  were  generally 
of  the  highest  rarity.  We  quote  Nova  Constel- 
latio,  rev.  Immune  Columbia,  28. ; do.  same  rev. 
blunt  rays,  92.50;  1785,  Confederatio,  rev.  “ Ini- 
mica  Tyrannis  Americana,”  130. ; and  Franklin 
cent,  silver,  rev.  names  of  States  inscribed  on  13 
rings,  201.  Total  of  the  sale  nearly  $4,000. 
Hand-priced  catalogues  of  this  sale  can  still  be 
obtained  from  us  at  50c. 

Lately  a N.  Y.  dealer 
was  lucky  enough  to  purchase  a genuine  Brash- 
er's  doubloon  for  $100.  The  piece  is  worth  at 
least  $300.
